One 
sa ys th a t the L o rd Je s u s w a s clad in a 
sc a rle t robe at the tim e of H is tria l, 
w h ile the o th er says th a t the color of 
th e robe w a s purple. 
W h ic h is rig h t 
and w h a t w a s the color of the rob e? 
(J. A.) 
Answer.—-We are inclined to think 
that both statements are true; that the 
rol>e was a mixture of scarlet and pur­ 
ple. 
It may have been a purple robe 
with scarlet trimmings, and this would 
be our thought, because purple has. 
from times remote, been the emblem 
of royalty. 
When it is recalled that 
the Roman soldiers were mocking the 
Lord by pretending to recognize Him 
as a king, and in line with this they 
had crowned Him with thorns, and 
placed a reed in His hands (represent­ 
ing a scepter conferred upon him) and 
putting the robe on Him , they bowed 
the knee before the Lord saying “ Hail. 
King of the Je w s’’; it w ill be seen that 
purple would be the most appropriate 
color, under the circumstances, and 
was, in all probability, the predominat­ 
ing hue. 
Matthew’s eye was most 
susceptible to the color of scarlet, aud.

It is as much out of place 
as six two-story Ionic pillars iii front 
of a portable bungalow. 
And 
that 
means that hedges of any kind are in 
bad taste on most small lots. 
If the house itself is not close to the 
sidewalk, or it is desirable to use a 
hedge on a small lot because of un­ 
usual conditions, use a low, informal 
hedge such as barberry or Japanese 
quince. 
The great field of the hedge is as 
a beautiful boundary partition on large 
grounds, or as a screen to furnish pri­ 
vacy and shut out disagreeable views. 


In 
such 
locations 
the 
evergre i 
hedge cannot be surpassed, because it 
is equally effective in winter and sum­ 
mer, its life is from fifteen to twenty 
years, and it forms an excellent back­ 
ground for deciduous planting. 
Use American 
arborvitae for the 
lower hedges and hemlock for the tr a j 
hedges. The effect is somber and the 
view’ from the house will be bright­ 
ened by planting a few’ Colorado blue 
spruce and a line of red barked flow­ 
ering dogwood against the hedge. 
< 
L o re graceful and cheering effects 
can be secured by putting in Califor­ 
nia 
privet, 
barberry 
or 
Japanese 
quince, and they are fully as satisfac­ 
tory in their own way. 
In moist, cool regions, such as pre­ 
vail along the coast line of New' En g ­ 
land, the boxwood plant is almost uni­ 
versally used, and it makes a hedge 
as smooth and solid looking as a bank 
of turf. 
Hedges may bo planted successful­ 
ly at any time of the year that tho 
ground can be worked, but spring and 
fall are the best times. 
Be sure to 
fertilize well and plant thickly enough. 
About $15 worth of plants will make 
an ordinary hedge 200 feet long.

They are found partic­ 
ularly on the cucurbits, th a t is, tfye 
vines of the cucumber family, and on 
all sorts of house plants. 
If ants are 
present on your outside plants, look 
out for these green lice.
